COLLECTION  OF  3303  BROKEN  BANK  BILLS. 


This  large  collection,  when  purchased  several  years  ago,  con- 
tained some  duplicates,  which  after  5 days’  careful  work  have  all 
been  taken  out.  It  is  distinctively  a Bank  Bill  Collection,  and 
does  not  include  the  Southern  State,  County  and  City  issues  of 
the  Confederate  War  period.  The  values  run  from  ;^i  to  ;^500, 
with  perhaps  a dozen  or  so  fractions  of  the  dollar.  There  are  a 
number  of  the  odd  values,  4,  6,  7,  8,  9.  So  large  a collection 
must  of  necessity  include  many  rare  notes.  In  fact,  in  going  over 
it  many  were  noticed  for  the  first  time  after  years  of  handling 
similar  lines.  While  there  are  notes  in  all  conditions,  the  better 
grade  greatly  predominate,  and  the  condition  is  far  better  than 
the  general  run  of  note  collections.
